of Medicine that SOMft deaths annually
resulted from mosquito bites Another
authority baa emphatically stated that
ninetenths of all deaths are caused by
germs arising from expectoration end
that every man with a communicable
disease who spits in a public place is a
murderer This is putting things rather
strongly but since every careless one
gives his disease to many other unsus-
pecting ones end this disease often re
Milts in their deaths the term hs its
Mgnifloanee

Not until IK waslwberculosls discov-

ered to b a germ disease and curable
Before that It was looked upon as abso-

lutely fetal and whenever any one was
found to be afflicted with it the mem-

bers of his family gave him up as lost
That it is curable in any climate at any
age and under conditions of poverty as
well as conditions of wealth has been
tihly demonstrated It is a disease of
malnutrition and Its germ thrives in
darkness and foul air So science in
t ombating It wisely uses the very simple
jmd sensible weapons of plenty of nour-
ishing food fresh air and sunshine while
the afflicted ones are given the very

advice Dont worry This has in
a great measure tended to decrease the
national death rate

This much toM science done Yet i-

rannot make the then and women of the
world the intelligent ones as welt a the
ignorantsee the necessity of guarding

discharges from the mouth The aver-

age person regards the antispitting law-

s the attempt of a fastidious class to
make him give up an wnrenned habit
He often resents it openly In pitiable
ignorance of the tent that it is for his
own protection as well as that of his
neighbor The dry cough of the consump-
tive expels many germs nut tite loose Is
the more destructive for when the
sputum is dry it frees germs which ny
everywhere on a deathdealing mission
the average consumptive expelling seven
billion germs every twentyfour hours
Each germ is capable of sowing the seed
of disease In some one else How the
health departments of the nation the
State and the municipality are going to
awaken the people to the gravity of this
filiation is a pussttog problem

Associations to enlist the public in the
prevention of tuberculosis have come into
existence throughout the cooutry A good
txample of the work Is found in that of
the committee on the prevention of tuber-
culosis in government buildings This
i ommittee has had rules printed and con
spiruously ted in every department
IUilJIng office and workshop The first
rule reads All government employes are
postlvely forbidden to spit upon the
floors A number of simple Instructions
and warnings follow and already an im-
provement Is observed In the health which
will result in a noticeable change in the
vital statistics of government employes
Such persons n the governments employ
who have tuberculosis are positively de-

nied the use of ttepubllc cuspidors and
each must bring his own portable and
destructible receptacle or use old hand-
kerchiefs bits of cloth or Japanese paper
n ipkins which he Is in honor bound to
destroy and so protect the lives of others
from the disease

The first organised movement against
tuberculosis in America was that led by
Dr Lawrence F Flick of Philadelphia
when the Pennsylvania Society for the
Prevention of Tuberculosis was founded
In 1832 There are now two national socie-
ties for the prevention of the disease and
fifteen State associations including the
District of Columbia Many States have
laws requiring the reporting of mien ef
tuberculosis and leading cities and towns
have taken radical steps in the same di-

rection This allows the authorities to
provide for the segregation of such cases
in hospitals if possible to provide proper
food and care for those who cannot af-

ford it and to instruct members of the
patients faralljrund his neighbors In the
means of preventing the spread of the
disease Some of the test work in pre-
venting the spread of tuberculosis and in
effecting its cure is done by private be
iifvolrnt bodies The various associations
whether national or only small local
bands are making one of their first
works that of instructing the public at
large of the danger of infecting others
by spitting on the streets of the danger
uf using public drinking cups and in in
teresting the masses in the enactment
and enforcement of that wilt pre-
vent tuberculosis

When the government has reclaimed
many thousand acres of swamp lands it
will not only have furnished homesteads
for countless families but will have pro
tected health of millions of people by
abolishing the breeding grounds of many
mosquitoes Dr Ayres traces five dig

eases to the busy members of this fam-
ily malaria yellow fever beriberi
dengue and fluulasis Dr Reed and his
martyr coworkers paid a great price for
this knowledge of the mosquitos death
dealing propensities but it is a knowl-
edge that has already saved its tens of
thousands As a means of helping per
sons understand this and so protect them-
selves and their neighbors the surgeon
general of the Public Health and Marine
Hospi U Service early prepared a set of
facts about screening all printed in clear
type and in simplest terms and these
were sent to postmasters throughout the
country liable to infection and posted In
a conspicuous place for all to read

A Londtm physician has recently cast a
great bomb into the circles of bridge
players that may cause a cessation of
that game for some time or at least lead
the players to observe more closely cer-
tain sanitary laws There te little doubt
says this learned surgeon that card par-
ties are a frequent source of common
colds catarrh and influenza He points-
to the fact that the rooms of the players
are usually overheated and badly venti-
lated rendering the occupants more su
ceptible to the microorganisms which are
in the atmosphere These come most
often the packs of cards which are
used in turn by various hostesses and are
contaminated by their hands their cloth-
ing or by the saliva when the nervous
dealer moistens her finger In her zeal to
deal quickly The surgeon suggests the
invention of washable and
playing cards as a preventive measuro
against the alarming spread of cold and
influerws among the society women who
play

An even greater bombshell than this is
the one that the biological laboratory of

Department of Agriculture is now
getting ready to hurl into the American
home This will be the Intelligence that
the cat is one of the greatest carriers of
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disease that It ig responsible for the
spread of tuberculosis aenrlet fever small
pox and diphtheria especially among chil-

dren and that its usefulness is far out-
weighed by Its danger The bureau is
making careful inquiry into Tabbys case
and if the results continue to be such as
have already been obtained apinsterdom
wilt suffer the loss of a comforter and
many a childs heart be made sore with
the bereavement of some beloved pet
The rat and his accomplice the flea
have already been written in the black
books of the nation as transmitters of
bubonic plague though evidence so far Is
circumstantial yet it is wise to be on the
safe side when so great a matter as the
protection of the public health is con-
cerned

Scarlet fever Infection can be carried
directly from the patient to one who
touches him but furniture clothing and
bedding have been known to catch the
small dust particles or minute scales
and hid them for years to later trans-
fer them to some person In just the
condition to take the disease It is a
persistent poison s was found in De-

troit five years ago when the discovery
was made that it came through the milk
supply In one section and even after
the milk was made pure and non
infecting the disease was carried by the
old milk tickets formerly used Many

scarlet fever was the result tho
parents being too ignorant to Know she
was rosily ill of a contagious disease

Ignorance has led the world into many
odd mistakes Tho loper was once the
synonym for that was loathsome and
unclean Ho was driven by the ancients
to live in eaves in tIm hills and subsist
on such food as he could find Only a
year ago this country brought on herself
a lasting disgrace by allowing a leper to
perish when he could have been

and nursed without fear For
proof look to tho loper colony of Hawaii
on the island of Molokai Father Damien
the great hero it Is true died of the
disease but the good father was not con
versant with modern hygiene and long
days and nights of work made him take
too little nourishing food anti become
negligent of his own health and the dis-
ease found him a ready prey His suc-
cessor the brothers and sisters ot a
Catholic order have lived some of them
for over twenty years In constant attend-
ance on the lepers and none has been
infected Isolation of cases medical at
tention and proper rood and clothing are
decreasing the deaths by leprosy and pre-
venting Its spread So much for the tri-
umph of modern science

Rev Dr McKim Talks of
Episcopal Convention

GIVES INTERESTING FIGURES

Shown Growth of Church Iletwoeii-
Ycnrx 1851 niul 1007 nail Cnlli
Attention to the Matters Acted
Upon mid Negatively
Says Delegates Were Enthusiastic

Rev Dr Randolph MeKlm In his ser-
mon at the Church of the Epltfbany yes-

terday morning gave a resume of the
work of the general convention of the
Episcopal Church which has just ended
its sessions at Richmond Va and to
which he was a delegate from the local
diocese

In dwelling upon the contrast between
the convention which has just ended and
that of 1 held at the same place Dr
McKim gave the following figures Indica-
tive of the growth of the Episcopal
Church during the Intervening years
Deputies in 13 S64 in los bishops-
in 1850 41 in 1997 101 conrtmmlcants in
1SI meoe In 1997 dioceses in

000008 increase of population 90 per cent
of the Episcopal Church RO per cent

Referring to the legislation of the con-
vention just ended Dr McKim said the
following matters had been acted upon
affirmatively Office of presiding bishop
to be elective and not as heretofore one
of seniority committee appointed to sub
mit to the next convention new hymnal
for Sunday school use committee ap-
pointed to prepare additional prayer for
use in the services of the church crea-
tion of four new missionary jurisdictions
in the northwestern part of the United
States consent given to creation of
new diocese in the State of Georgia first
step taken in creating the otuce of suffra
gan bishop to be chosen at the option
of the several dioceses

An Important Decision
Under this decision if it is affirmed by

the next general convention it will be
possible to have suffragan bishops for tint
negroes or Scandivanianc or indeed for
any special diocese in need The con-

vention also decided that converts to
Christianity from Judaism should not be
compelled to abandon th Covenant of
Abraham nor any of their national cus-
toms not inconsistent with Christianity
Consent was given to bishops serving in
foreign countries to omit from the title
page of the prayerbook the words ac-
cording to the use Of the Protestant
Episcopal Church in the United States of
America and to omit similar words in
other parts of the prayerbook which are
obviously not applicable to the service
In such foreign countries After much
discussion an important preamble to the
constitution of the church proposed by
Rev Dr Huntington of New York and
designed to further the cause of Chris-
tian unity was adopted

An amendment to the canons was
with great unanimity affirming the

liberty of the bishops of the church to in
vite Christian ministers of other com-

munions on special occasions to deliver
addresses in Episcopal churches The im-
portance of this lies in the fact that it
is an efficient recognition of the prophetic
functions of ministers of other commu-
nions

On the other hand the convention took
negative action on the following meas-
ures

Proposal to establish a superior court
to adjudicate alt question of doctrine
said court to be composed of all bishops-
a plan to divide the dioceses into prov-
inces seven or eight in number with a
primate or archbishop over each proposal-
to create missionary districts for negroes
within the units of other dioceses under-
charge of negro bishops In other words
the convention refused to enact racial
legislation

A proposal to make law of mar
riage and divorce more stringent than at
present met with very little favor and
was laid over The convention also de-

clined to adopt a motion to remove the
thirtynine articles from the prayerbook

Speaker cannon to considering the ad-
visability of abolishing two of the three
election committees of lion The
only thing standing In the way is the
fact that such action would mean the
loss of two desirable chairmanship and
about fourteen committee places at a
time when members are flooding the
Speaker with repste for desirable as-
signments On the otter hand one elec-

tion committee can easily handle the
work of the next Congress at its short

The question of placing members be
comes more diftcolt with each succeed-
ing Congress and the addition of five
new men front Oklahoma means a total
of W men who have to be provided for
in the new Congress While one election
committee can more than do the work
there is roach to bs gained from a per-
sonal standpoint by the Speakers retain-
ing all the committees It means that
many more plums for distribution

Until the Fiftyfourth Congress there
was only one Kfecttons Committee In
that Congress Speaker Reed appointed
three owing to UM unusual number of
contests that year This policy has been
followed by his successors regardless of
the fact that there has been a decline in
the number of contested election eases

more of a disposition among mem-
bers to settle them regardless of politics
owing to the large party majorities in-
citing no motive for partisanship-

The contest preliminaries of the new
Congress Indicated that there would be
six contests but In the Eighth Illinois
